Tutors offered 
7% pay increase

TWIN FALLS — . Trustees of 
Twin Falls School District No. 
411 have proposed a salary 
^ atale-torihe-lflZlrT? srhnnl yenr 
averaging about 7 per cent in 
pay rals^ for all teachers and 
boosting starting salaries above 
the $8,000 mark. 

The proposal was presented 
to a faculty negotiating com- 
mittee in a closed board 
meeting Wednesday night. The 
committee will In turn present 
the offer to the teachers in a 
mass meeting Monday af- 
temoon at the high school. 

Trustees will then meet 
Monday at 8 p.m. in the school 
administration offices to take 
formal action on the salary 
schedule. Contracts for the 
coming school year cannot be 
sent out until salaries are ap- 
proved, af\d with the -delay in 
detehntning state ap- 
propriations, the school district 
is "way iKhind schedule" in 
contracting teachers. Dr. Er- 
nest H. Ragland, superin- 
tendent of schools, said today.

TF teachers 
have long 
experience 

TWIN FALLS — Teachers in 
Twin Falls School District No. 
411 have, by and large, a lot of 
experience. 

A survey of teachers at each 
salary step indicates^ that ofjhe. 
263 teachers presently em- 
ployed, 69 teachers or well over 
25 per cent, have 17 years of 
experience or more. 

There are more teachers with 
bachelors' degrees — 122 — 
than there are in any other 
educational level. Teachers 
with additional training, 
ranging up' to masters' degrees 
total 120, while 21 instructors 
have only three years of 
training. 

There are more teachers at 
the bachelor's degree-17-year 
level — 23 — than any other 
step, but the 17-year tachers 
with a ttachelor's degree plus 30 
hours total 22. 

By step, the district employs 
27 teacners with masters' 
degrees, 53\4 teadiers Cln- 
cluding one part-time in- 
structor ) with badielor 's plus 30 
hours, 40 with twchelor's plus IS 
hours, 122 with bachelors' 
degrees and 21 with three years 
of training.

Judge won^t delay 
midnight changeover 




The proposed salary sdiedule 
incorporates an additional $20 
per month benefit for group 
insurance premiums, for em- 
ployes on the district's group 

additional salary for employes 
buying their own insurance.^ 

In order to qualify for the $15 
per month benefit, however, a 
district employe must certify 
that he Is carrying insurance 
equal to the cUstrict's group 
coverage. 

The proposed salary .scale 
ranges from a low of $5,21^ for a 
new teacher with ttvee years of 
(Tabling to a high of |9,085 for a 
teadier with 17 or more years of 
experience and a master's 
degree or above.For teachers 
employed at the present time, 
the lowest salary will be $5,350, 
for a teacher with three years of 
experience and three years of 
training.The district has no 
teadiers with less than three 
years of experience at the 
present-time. 

Increases^ will range from 
$235 for the three-year teacher 
to a range of $280 to $420 for the 
top-ranked teadiers, of which 
there are nine presently em- 
[doyed. 

Degree teachers, with 
badidors degrees, will start at 
$6,0S0, compared with $5,880 for 
the previous year, ranging up to 
a top of $8,180 for 17 years or 
more of ezperience and a B.A., 
incorporating an increaae of 
$225-$385 over the previous 
salaries.

"Congress shall make no law . . .

WASHINGTON - This will be 
denied, but a secret order has 
gone out from, the State 
Department to American 
embassies around the world to 
plow up their tennis courts. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers, a man of action, is now 
seelung a supplemental ap- 
proprlaUon for the purchase of 
-7,641 ping pong tables for in- 
stallation in those embassies. 

Rogers, of course, has a 
personal stalce in thus reacting 
to a blow from which tennis — 
until now the sport of diplomacy 
— may never recover. As a 
golfer, his own position is in 
Jeopardy. Indeed, hitherto 
unimpeachable White House 
sources revealed today that 
President Nixon is seriously 
considering replacing Rogers 
with Graham Steenhoven of 
Detroit, president of the U. S. 
Table Tennis Association. 

Always the pragmatic 
poUUdan, Nixon is said to be 
"facing up to the reality" that 
ping pong is diplomacy's wave 
of the future as the result of the 
American team's "glorious 
achievement" in its 
negotiaUons with Red China's 
Premier Chou E^-lai. 

"I don't want-to see any tennis 
players hanging around here," 
the President is reported to 
have told Or> Jiency Kisdnger, 
his top adviser on national 
security af&irs. Informed that 
Secretary Rogers was taUng 
ping pong lessons in the 
basement of his Bethesda, 
Md., home, Nixon snapped: 
"It's about time." 

By now, in point of fact, many 
of the tennis players in - the 
American diplomatic corps 
have gone into hiding. Tennis 
rackets have been burned or 
concealed in undergroind silos 
hitherto ezdustvdy reserved 
for anti-balUstic missiles and - 
former unsuccessful cindldates 
for Vice President.

posed: "I have heard that 
schizophrenia is a chemical 
imbalance in the body." Does 
this mean there is a cure for 

it?" 

As pointed out in yesterday's 
column, schizophrenia is a 
mental Illness — a common one, 
too, for about half of ell the 
patients in mental hospitals are 
schizophrenic. 

And yet, although it is a 
matter of mental illness rather 
than physical _ illness in the 
ordinary sense, there is growing 
belief that some sort of 
chemical imbalance is, indeed, 
involved. 

There has been some ex- 
tremely detailed technical 
study of this over the years, and 
it still continues. Various dif- 
ferences in the l)ody chemistry 
have Ijeen discovered, and I 
would hope — we all hope — 
that this may lead to some 
better way of treating the 
disease. 

But a cure now? Now, un- 
fortunately. Finding that 
certain chennical differences 
exist is quite a different matter 
from being able to change them. 

And, of course, the presence 
of these differences does not 
mean It represents the whole 
disease. It may very well be 
-only a partroHt-.-It-might,-for all- 
we can say now, be a result — 
one of the consequences of schi- 
zophrenia rather than cause. 

Besides this, although these 
.chemical dues are being found, 
it is also possible in many cases 
to recognize some of the 
emotional 'pressures under 
which a patient begins to crack 
— the young person under 
family pressure to go into a 
l>usines9 he doesn't like, the 
child who gradually founders 
under too many demands upon 
him to perform thus and so, and 
so escapes into a make-believe 
world. 

Can it be that schizophrenia is 
a condition which lets its vic- 
tims succumb under pressures 
that others can withstand? For 
certainly some people have 
equal pressures but do not 
become schizophrenic. 

Does a patient realize that 
something is wrong? Indeed, 
yes, some do. But others 
become so sutxnerged in their 
dream worlds that either they 
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being unable to conununicate 
what they think or feel. 

By and large, however, it is 
probably safe to assume that 
most sdiizophrenics think the 
-world is out of Joint rather than 
themselves. 

Is schizophrenia inherited? 
That's about as hard a question 
as the one at>out tx)dy 
chemistry. There are some 
Instances which seem to In- 
dicate a tendency toward 
schizophrenic behavior may be*^'^ 
Inherited, although that is not 
the same as saying the disease 
itself Is. 

Again, schizophrenia can 
pop up in a family in which there 
is no evidence of the same 
ailment in other members. 

It is. In many ways, a disease 
as mystifying as some of the 
simpler physical diseases were, 
before the discovery of germs, 

Tliere's this difference. There 
is very great, organized effort 
today to find some answers, and 
a disinclination to accept the 
folklore of the past. Such as, for 
Just one example, the belief in 
the 1700s that you could "drive 
out devils" by beating the 
patient!

The government purchases 
were in the form of butter, 
cheese and nonfat dry milk, 
with most of the products 
donated to schools, Institutions 
and needy people at home and 
abroad. The increase In support 
purchases, officials said, was 
due mainly to the fact that milk 
production in 1970 rose to 117.7

study covered the years from 
1937 through the present, a 
period encompassing eight full 
presidential terms. 

In only one term, 1937-1940, 
did the pre-election or third 
year fail to stiow a gain. In that 
year — 1939 — mounting threats 
of war were reflected In the 
market and the Dow IndusUral 
Average declined 2.9 per cent. 
The next seven political cycles 
showed the Dow gaining in each 
third year. For these eight 
years the Dow gained - an 
average of 16.3 per cent. By 
comparison,' the average 
decline for the first years of the 
four year terms (including 19S9) 
was 1.2 per cent. Second and 
fourth years showed gains of 2.8 
and 2.2 per cent reflectively. 

For purposes of comparison a 
similar stwi^ was complied of 
Gross National Product (in 
constant dollars) and money 
-supply. — GNP— .scored. — tJii 
greatest gains in the tUrd and 
fourth years, whilel money 
supply was the most plentiful in 
the second and third years. Both 
the money supply and stock 
market rose from the Orst year 
to a peak in the third. GNP took 
a full year longer to gather the 
ateam .necessary to reach a 
third year peak and this mom- 
entum carried it over into a 
fourth strong year. 

The logic of these results is 
evident. It takes at least one 
year for a more liberalized 
monetary policy to be tran- 
slated into higher production, 
thus the lag. And in reverse, 
reduced liquidity similarly fails 
to effectively curb business 
activity for about twelve 
months. Hie stock market, 
however, is more closely 
reflective of changes io 
monetary policies and is con- 
sidered a leading indicator.

The petition, addressed to the 
"State of Idaho and the State of 
Idaho Department of 
Aeronautics," asks for 
establishment of a regional 
airport - authority, under 
provisions of Idaho law. 

^I>ecifically, an election of the 
regional airport authority is 
sought by the petition, after the 
sign^turoi are.ceiiified^ valid 
hy Ok county commissioners of 
each county. The election would 
selict the members of^the 
airport authority, who 7 would 
than develop firm plans iter the 
regional airport oonstructian 
and financing. . 



The interim airport board of 
trustees, appointed to get the 
proposal under way, has fixed a 
schedule of percentage of 
financial participation for eadi 
county in the rejgion, based on 
the "benefits each county would 
receive therefi-om," according 
to the petitions. The interim 
board fMsidered "the distance 
of eac^, county seat from the' 
v^oposed regional airport, the 
tax base of each county and the 
population of each county." 

In addition, the board has 
determined the location of the 
proposed regional airport as' 
lying east of Hi^way 93 and 
south of Inter8tat»80, in Jerome 
County north of Twin Falls. Hie 
major portion of this land is 
owned by the federal Bureau of . 
Land Management; a "smaU 
portion thereof' ' is owned by the 
state of Idaho, and "there are 
various smaller parcels owned 
by individuals," the peUtion 
states. 

The financial participation of 
eadi county ranges from 45 per 
pent . for Twin Falls County„to^ 
one per cent for Camas, and 
includes IS.S per cent for 
Cassia, 4S.S per cent for 
NOnidoka; lO' per dent 'for.

BURLEY — In homes around 
the west can be found small 
miniature pieces of furniture 
that were built by John W. 
Wood, 1746 Almo, Burley. 

Wood, who is 70, has been 
making miniature toys and 
furniture off and on for the past 
62 years. 

When asked how he got 
started In building miniature 
articles Wood said, "I've 
always been fascinated by 
small articles made to scale. All 
of the objecto I build are either 
Tjne-inch to the foot or two In- 
ches to the foot." 

Wood who began making 
miniature toys at the age of 8, 
really started building 
nninlature furniture to earnest 
after he retired to 1963. 

In 1969 Wood gave away 600 
pieces of miniature furniture 
that he had made to children In 
the area. Several of the younger 
gfrls in the neighborhood that 
Wood knew were given enough 
furniture to furnish a six or 
seven room doU house. He has 
also given pieces of fumltiu'e to 
children from tiu-oughout the 
west who were visiting people to 
the neighborhood. 

After he retired he also built 
some miniature houses (doll 
houses) for some of the girls In 
the neighborhood. "On these 
houses the girl's parento paid 



the cost of the material and I 
made them," he said. 

During the past seven years 
Wood has let the children who 
visited his home help build 
some of the mliiiature furniture. 
"The furniture that they made 
or finished was theirs," he said. 
Also, for a brief period he sold 
items to a Burley store to pay 
for his materials. 

A native of Newton, Iowa, 
Wood attended schools through 
the 10th grade in Manilla, Iowa. 

On March 2, 1917, he enlisted 
to the Army. Durtog World War 
I Wood served for \¥t months on 
the front Imes in France. He 
received his honorable 
discharge from the Army to 
April of 1919. 

After his discharge Wood 
went back to Iowa and worked 
for awhile to the plumbtog 
bustoess.^buring 1920 he spent 
six months In California 
worktog as a street car con- 
ductor. He then returned to 
Iowa and got married. 

In 1923 Wood returned to 
California and worked as a 
street car conductor for five 
years. They moved tiack to 
Iowa to 1928 and went toto the 
plumbing bustoess with his 
father. During the next 14 years 
he was to the plumbing bustoess 
and at the end -owned his own 
bustoess to Stote Center, Iowa. 

When World War n came 
along Wood and his son were 



sworn Into the Air Force on Dec. 
2, -1942. After the elder Wood 
received his radio traintog to 
toe Air Force he was given a 
conditional discharge on the 
condition he go to work for the 
Maritime Commission in 
California. 

He worked for toe com- 
mission until DecemlKr of 1945, 
when he was discharged. 

After a short vacation Wood 
and ills wife returned,^ Iowa. 
There Wood and his son worked 
to the plumbtog bustoess until 
he reUred to 1953. 

Wood got tired of betog to 
retkement and eight months 
later be and his wife went to 
work to the stote of Iowa's 
Juvenile home, which Wood 
described was like a foster 
tiome, at Toledo, Iowa. 

They worked there until May 
of 1957 when his wife died. Two 
months later Wood moved to 
Burley where his daughter and 
her family lived. 

He then worked in the 
Bureau of Land Management's 
office for 90 days as 
replacement for a sick employe . 
After that Job Wood went to 
work for Stephenson's installtog 
furnaces to homes. 

to the spring of 1958 Wood quit 
toat job and went to CalifonUa 
for a few months. After he 
returned Wood got a job with 
the city of Burley's water 
department. He worked there 



untU he retired to 1963. 

He has lived to his present 
home stoce April of 1967. Stoce 
toat time he has remodeled toe 
inside of the house to meet his 
needs. 

While Wood was worktog for 
the city he used his vacation 
time to 1960 and 1961 to have 
cataracts removed from his 
eyes. With the glasses he 
received after toe operation' 
Wood said toat he can see Items 
closer 'toan they really are. 
These glasses made it easier to 
work on toe miniature objects 
he buUt. 

Of aU toe objecto toat Wood 
has built — over 1,000 — he likes 
toe organs toe best when toey 
are completed. 

He also said that aU of the 
material for his furniture is 
ordered from New York City, N. 
Y. All of toe wood is Imported, 
he said. 

Couches are toe easiest to 
make, he said, and chairs toe 
liardest to make. 

This wtoter Wood decided he 
wanted to try sometlitog dif- 
ferent. Therefore, he did more 
readtog and tliis sprtog is 
working on a garden. 

Wood said he has had many 
hobbies during his life and 
keeps changtog from one to toe 
otoer. 

He hasn't always built just 
miniature furniture and house 
eitoer.

The first is simpl y a 
reiteration'of what every good 
seminary has lieen trying to 
'teach students for years. Alas, 
too many preachers seem , to 
forget it after they gain access 
to a Rulpit. 

Don^t preach too long. Twelve 
to 15 minutes is a sufficient 
length for sermons. Twenty 
minutes is the at)solute maxi- 
mum. Any good that may. be 
accomplished in the early 
stages of a marathon sermon is 



dissipated by the rising irrita- 
tion of the captive audience 
when a preacher drones on and 
on. . ■ 

The second piece of advice is 
closely related to the first: Get 
right to the point. Dont beat 
aroun d the bush with long- 
winded introductory remarlcs. 
Don't digress Into irrelevant 
drolleries. Don't try . to impress 
your listeners with your erudi- 
tion by quoting copiously ^om 
the Scriptures or vogue theolo- 
gians. ' 

When you make your point, 
stop— even if you've txen 
preaching only five minutes. 
Antl<llmax Is even deadlier in 
speaking than In writing. 

Suggestion number three: 



Always.use tlie language of fbriairansrational dimension of 
people .you're aiJdre^lng^ol^ existence. ^ 
the (to them) exotic language 
of theology. People who arb 
familiar with the Bible, or who' 
read a lot of religious, books, . 
can communicate with each 



Finally, remember th^t a 
sermon should appeal to the 
heart and will as well as to the 
mind.

The fourth suggestion is: 
Dont try tO' water down the 
Gospel to make it easier for 
your list^ers to Iwlieye and 
accept. If you soft-pedal the 
supernatural aspects of the 
Christian faith because you 
think "nlodern" minds may 
find them Incredible, you will 
drive people to seek elsewhere 
—either in another church or In 
some weird "nocult" practice—

The more than 200 prelates 
attending the three-day Nation- 
al Conference ol Catholic 
Bishops also elected, after 
three ballots, the four represen- 
tatives they would tetfd to the 
International Synod of Bishops 
in Rome in September. 

Although the bishops refused 
to reveal their representatives' 
names because of "courtesy" to 
the Pope and Synod rules, 
observers felt Cardinal John 
Dearden, president of the 
NCCB, was among those 
elected. The names will be 
announced Thursday. 

Bishop James W. Malone of 
YoungstoAn, Ohio, told a news 
briefing, "on the question of Is 
it possible to ordain women in 
the church, we have no 
theology which says we can't, 
so it's, quite possible that 



women will be ordained into the 
church in the future." 

As he spoke, a group of 
Catholic women who demanded 
such a measure and accused 
the church of discriminating 
against women stood outside 
the conference room. 

During the bishops' closed 
door meeting. Archbishop 
James E. Davis of Santa Fe, 
N.M.. said, "The possibility of 
ordaining married men seems 
not remote," His remark was 
read to newsmen by a 
spokesman durin>! the b^ing. 

The statements stenuhed 
from a $500,000 series of 
psychological, sociological and 
theological studies of the 
priesthood commissioned by the 
bishops. The studies suggested 
the majority of priests favored 
having the freedom to marry, 
and a progress report of the 
theological study by Father 
Carl Armbruster of Chicago 
suggested women should be 
ordained.

"I don't like mysteries, and 
on,a completely personal basis, 
I intend to continue to unravel 
this mystery for myself," said 
Robert Crosby, former Nebras- 
ka governor and Kotouc's 
dvillan defense counsel. 

A seven-officer court-martial 
panel deliberated just 6S 
minutes before clearing the 37- 
y^ar-old Kotouc on the maiming 
diarge, which could have 
resulted irt a seven-year prison 
sentence. 

"I couldn't be happier," 
Kotouc, of Humboldt, Neb., 
^beamed after hearing the 
vordiot i "I'm plpaspri tn hft 
living in a country where we 
have a system of justice as we 
have in this country." 

By contrast to the five-month- 
long trial of U. William L. 
Calley Jr., who was convicted 
of mass murder at My Lai, 
Kotouc's court-martial lasted

just four days, me mgnugm of 
the trial came Wednesday when 
Kotouc took the stand and 
admitted cutting off part of a 
man's little finger during an 
interrogation session following 
an American Infantry sweep 
through My Lai on March 16,

Kotouc said he was trying to 
learn from the man the location 
of enemy mines and booby 
traps so American soldiers 
would not be killed or maimed 
by them. 

"I did not intend to strike 
that man with a knife," Kotouc 
told the court during his more 
than two and one^alf hours on 
the stand. 

In his closing argument to the 
Jury, Crosby referred to Kotouc 
as "a most unfortunate by- 
product" of the My Lai 



- mas s aa e . 

"Because it happened that 
day, late in the afternoon (after 
the infantry sweep had been 
completed), we find him here 
in court ... 

"We can't heal, I guess, the 
irreparable damage that hs 
been done to Capt. Kotouc and 
his family. The only thing 'we 
can do to atone for this ... 
tragic and unfortunate situation 
Is to recognize it for what it is 
—a trial that should never have 
been held and a case that 
should never have been brought 
to trial." 

Kotouc said he had every 
Intention of remaining In the 
Army. "Who would want to get 
out of a system like this?" he 
questioned after his acquittal, 

"It's the best damn army in 
the world, I'll tell you."
